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UNITED NATIONS ; Chances are slim for avoiding 
an outcome unfavorable to the US in the Security 
Council's Middle East vote scheduled for today. 

The week-long consultations have only highlighted 
Arab-Israeli differences. 

A nonaligned draft resolution is expected to 
receive at least 12 votes , with the US standing 
alone in opposition. The resolution would "deplore" 
Israel's continued occupation of Arab lands and 
failure to cooperate with UN mediation efforts. US 
proposals to modify the draft have failed to draw 
support. Egyptian President Sadat's recent state- 
ment that he expects nothing from the council ses- 
sion and the continued firmness of his UN represent- 
ative supports the impression that Egypt is not 
deterred by prospects of a US veto. 

Israel is equally unrelenting, objecting not 
only to the nonaligned draft but also to US pro- 
posals referring to the "interests of the Palestin- 
ians" which would, Tel Aviv argues, recognize another 
party to peace negotiations. Israeli representatives 
are urging the US to drop compromise efforts and veto 
the nonaligned resolution. 

Secretary General Waldheim has said that his 
trip is not tied to the outcome of debate. However, 
Tel Aviv — which had supported the trip primarily 
with the hope it would sidetrack the council debate — 
is threatening to shun t he visit if the nonaligned 
resolution is approved . 
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GREECE; In the last days before the expected 
ratification of the new Greek republic by plebiscite 
on Sunday, George Papadopoulos ' opponents and even 
some of his associates are concerned that he may be 
attempting to gather too much power in his own hands. 
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armed forces alert began on T5 July and will con- 
tinue through 29 July, but this is a normal precau- 
tion under the circumstances. On balance, most army 
officers still appear to support Papadopoulos, for 
lack of an attractive alternative. Papadopoulos 
himself seems unconcerned and is proceed ing with 
plans for his new government. 
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Italy; Acting on its pledge to combat soaring 
inflation, the Rumor government invoked emergency 
decree laws on 24 July to impose a three-month 
freeze on the prices of food and the output of large 
industrial firms. Rents for persons with low incomes 
were frozen until the end of the year. Decree laws 
are automatically annulled after 60 days unless Par- 
liament approves or rejects the decree within that 
time. Prime Minister Rumor is trying to secure par- 
liamentary appr oval before 9 August whe n the summer 
recess begins. 
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Egypt ; The Egyptian General Petroleum Corpora- 
tion (EGPC) continues to be more optimistic about a 
new oil find in the Gulf of Suez than the American 
Oil Company (Amoco) , which is developing the field. 
The EGPC announced on 22 July that the field would 
produce 100,000 barrels per day by 1974, increasing 
total Egyptian output by 50 percent. Amoco has con- 
firmed that the field will be producing shortly at 
30,000 barrels per day, but warned that at least 
two more wells must be drilled before t he field's 
potential can be accurately estimated.
